few days ago before the National Education Association at its 
meeting in St. Louis. The reports say he was vociferously 
applauded by the delegates, but, if correctly reported, he talked 
more like a ranter than an educator. 


He,pronounced the schools namby-pamby places lo which 


^children are sent because it is the custom, though admitting 
that some become good citizens in spite of them; he declared 
the schools are teaching many things which are of no value to 
the children in after life, denounced (he inefficiency of the 
average teacher and even went so far as lo say that "nine 
tenths of our immorality is caused by damage done to' boys 
and girls by teachers." 


These are startling words lo come from a professional edu- 


cator. That the public schools have their faults and short- 
comings few will deny, for tliey are-human institutions, none 
of which is absolutely perfect. But they are doing excellent 
work in the main, in.spile of their limitations, and there is 
reason to expect that reform in methods will be introduced as 
the need therefor becomes clearly recognized, while it would 
be vain lo look for any substantial reform through such rant- 
ing as this so-called educator was guilty of. 


One of the most common criticisms of the schools, and 


perhaps the most justified, is that so many fads have been in- 
troduced that the children fail to receive sufficient training in 


. the more essential branches. 
It ought lo be understood that a 


child cannot learn everything at once, and that it would be 
better to have-boys and girls well grounded in the elementary 
branches of education before scattering their efforts over a 
wider field. Ycl in spile of all the modernism that has been 
introduced into the schools good work is being done. Most 
of the high schools fit their pupils.for college, and thai is worth 
something, if it be admitied thai a college education is worth 
anything, 


Honest criticism of the schools is in order wherever and 


whenever there is discovered room for improvement, but 
nothing will be gained by hammering Ihem as 
practically 


worthless institutions, holding the teachers up as grossly in-' 
efficient, and at the same time calling for increased salaries 
and pensions for them, a.s'lhc National Education Association 
at its meeting did not faiHo do. •
